Thank Him For a Personal 
Call. 
Washington. 
Febrary 
25.—Elmer 
Dover, secretary of the late Senator 
Hanna, who is in the city, gave out 
for publication with the consent of 
Mrs. Hanna the last letter written by 
his late chief addressed to President 
Roosevelt. 
It was penciled on a small 
sheet of note paper on the last day 
Senator Hanna was able to discuss or 
even consider any business. This was 
afte” he had been denied to all callers. 
President Roosevelt 
had 
called and 
seen Mr. Dover and Mrs. Hanna and 
had gone away leaving a message of 
sympathy. 
Meanwhile Senator Hanna called for 
his secretary for the purpose of giving 
some instructions about business af­ 
fairs. 
His request was granted with 
reluctance. 
At the conclusion of the 
conference Mr. Dover mentioned the 
president’s call. This pleased the sen­ 
ator greatly and later he called for 
a pencil and paper. 
He was very 
weak. He was holstered up on his pil­ 
lows and scribbled the following with 
an effort: 
“My dear President, you touched a 
tender spot, old man, when you called 
personally to inquire after me this 
morning. 
I may be worse before I 
can be better, but all the same such 
drops of kindness are good for a fel­ 
low.” 
Sincerely yours, 
“M. A. HANNA. 
“Friday afternoon.” 
Senator Hanna never saw the presi­ 
dent's reply. 
It came the following 
day with the request that it be shown 
him, when it was deemed proper, but 
the illness had already taken a criti­ 
cal turn 
The president’s reply was as 
follows: 
“February 6, 1904. 
“Dear Senator: 
Indeed, it is your 
letter from your sick bed which is 
touching, not my visit. 
May you very 
soon be with us again, old fellow, as 
strong in body and as vigorous in your 
leadership as ever. 
“Faithfully yours, 
“THEO ROOSEELT.”

“ It is not deemed proper for em­ 
ployes of the government in the class! 
fled service to take an active part Ll 
political matters. 
This would mein 
that they should not serve as dele­ 
gate* to any political convention or to 
act on any political committee.” 
Mr. Payne has all along drawn a 
sharp line between those in the clas*!- 
fied or civil b» rvice aud in the un­ 
classified service. 
According to a for­ 
mer order postmasters or others hold­ 
ing unclassified position* are merely 
prohibited from using their offices to 
control 
political 
movements, 
from 
neglecting their duties, or from c a w ­ 
ing public* scandal by political activity. 
A person In the classified service has 
a right to vote as he pleases aud to 
express privately his opinions on al’ 
political subjects, but he should take 
no active part In political manage­ 
ment or In political campaigns.
